The action was begun by Henry Eu- 
dey inhis lifetime. The complaint al- 
leged that the Gover MiningCompany, 
about May 1, 1894, 
mortgaged 
to the 
bank for 815,000 certain mining prop- 
erty inAmador county. 
The mortgage 
was assessed 
to the bank and the taxes 
not being paid, the property 
was sold 
to the state. 
After Eudey became the 
owner of the record titleon foreclosure 
proceedings, 
he demanded 
that- the 
bank should pay the delinquent taxes, 
interest, percentages 
and penalties 
to 
the state. 
The bank refused, and Eu- 
dey sued to recover the amounts 
paid 
by him to the state to remove the 
state's lien on the property. 
Suit was 
brought in the United Stater Circuit 
Court, and judgment 
was rendered in 
favor of Eudey and against . the bank. 
Inreversing this judgment 
the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals say that itis true 
that by sections 4 and S of article 13 of 
the constitution ofCalifornia and sec- 
tion 3716 of the Political Code it is 
made tho duty of the mortgagee topay 
the mortgage tax, but itappears 
from 
the record that the assignment 
of the 
mortgage 
in question, 
made by the 
bank to the Abner-Doble Company, 
was made upon the condition that the 
company, 
its successors 
and

should assume to pay all taxes then as- 
sessed, or that might be assessed there- 
after, 
upon 
the mortgage.

Leaving out of count the great cir- 


cuses of Rome and Antioch and coming

was 


given, with the aid ofa drum, two fifes 
and one clown.

Astley soon attracted 
good au- 


diences 
and was able to add to'his

vaulting and tumbling, with displays 
of fireworks. Incourse of time he was 
able to hire an inclosed 
ground and 


erected 
seats .under a substantial 
roof. 


He called .the place Astley's 
Amphi- 


theater Riding house.
